0. S. Parker Talks of the Heavy Cotton 


Movement and The Eagle's 


Special Edition. 
In conversation with an Eagle 
representative yesterday Mr. G. S. 
Parker gave some interesting fig­

He says Kryan has weighed more 
cotton this year from Leon, Madi­ 
son and Grimes counties than for 
two years past, and that the peo­ 
ple say they get a much better 
price here than elsewhere. 
In this 
connection Mr. Parker gives the 
Eagle’s trade edition much of the 
credit for the results this year in 
putting the advantages of Bryan 
as a trading point properly before 
the people of this and adjoining 
counties in a timely and practical 
way.
